~ HE SUNDAY-BEER QUESTION. 
There is a disposition among the Germans to 
hold Medill personally responsible for tho 
enforcement of the Sunday saloon-ordinance,. 
and the consequent crusade against the German 
custom of observing Sunday as a day of recrea- 
tion. The only circumstance that could have 
suggested this assumption is, that Mayor Medill 
has been the only City Executive, among all who 
have tried to do it, who has succeeded in enforc- 
ing the law without partiality or evasion, This 
fact, however, does not warrant the conclusion 
that he approves of the ordinance in the form in 
which it stands on the statute-book, or that it 
was his desire to give it an offensive construc- 
tion. It means simply that he has been placed 
in different circumstances from his predecessors 
circumstances that seemed to require the en- 
forcement of a law that had been allowed to fall 
into disuse during a period of nearly twenty 
years. It is difficult to see how Mr. 
Medill’s personal preferences could have 
entered into the controversy at all. 
Whether he were in full accord with the 
local Temperance leaders, or wholly opposed to 
them in private sentiment, could make no dif- 
ference with his official duty. It is probable 
that, with no hankering after drink of any kind, 
he has suffered more inconvenience than any 
six or sixty Germans, whether beer-drinkers or 
beer-sellers. But, whatever may be his persona! 
and private views, he had nothing else to do as 
Mayor but enforce the Sunday ordinance, when 
the issue was pressed upon him. The Mayor 
had nothing to do with making the laws, but he 
was elected to enforce them, and took an oath 
that he would do so. He could not rightfully 
be influenced by the circumstances that his prede- 
cessors had in part neglected to enforce them 
Tt may have been natural to the excited condi- 
tion of the German mind to confuse the execu- 
tion of the law with the law itself, when they 
found it enforced by Mayor Medill, though other 
Mayors had failed to enforce it. This would be 
a false and dangerous issue to make at the polls, 
however. When people come to vote for men 
who will not enforce laws, they enter upon un- 
safe ground. Their issue should concern the 
law itself, and their aim, from the German point 
of view, should be to elect men who will repeal 
the law. 

We have made these remarks, s0 far as they 
are personal to Mayor Medill, without any con- 


| sultation. with him, and not in the way of 


apology for anything he has done or omitted to 
do. It is well known that the law against keep- 
ing saloons open on Sunday was forced upon the 
Mayor'sattentionsfter agitation 
had ns, called by a prominent German 
citizen, Mr. Henry Greensbaum. One of the 
most vigorous demands of this assembly of citi- 
Zens was that the criminallaws should be en- 
forced. The meeting was held at a time when 
the lawless classes of the city were committing 
daily outrages upon the community, and when 
the newspapers were filled with the chronicles of 
violent crimes. The popular demand for the 
vigorous enforcement of the laws was thought 
by an good citizens to be timely and proper. It 
was then that the Temperance agitators stepped 
in and drew attention to the fact that one of the 
laws of the city required that all saloons should 
be closed on Sunday, and they demanded that 
this ordinance should be observed among the 
rest. There was no lawful retreat from the po- 
sition which they assumed. Mr. Greenebaum 
withdrew from the movement when this element 
‘was introduced, but it was not for Mr. Greene- 
baum, not for the Mayor, nor for any other citi- 
zen or official, to say what particular laws should 
be enforced and what should be ignored. It was 
found impossible to make a distinction under 
the law between the whisky-saloons and the beer- 
gardens. The Puritan element,” as the Ger- 
mans call it, had the advantage of the law on 
their aide, and they pushed it to the extreme, 
Tt is a peculiarity of this element, that it makes 
ite fight, if not on religious grounds, at least 
with a strong religious bias, and here, quite as.

| has sought the ballot upon bended knee. She | 
has demanded it with objurgation. She has ap- 
pealed for it with a torrent of words. She has 
followed it as it flitted like an ignis fatwus 
through the intricate labyrinths of the courts. 
She has sought it by all the coaxing and wheed- 
ling artifices known to the sex. Bright eyes have 
languished for itin vain, Sharp tongues have 
threatened in vain. The Tyrant, as a rule, has 
turned a deaf ear to every entreaty and to every 
threat, and gone on his way regardless of the 
wrongs of the sex, as it writhed in the fetters 
at his feet. Ruminating upon her wrongs, Mrs. 
Stanton has at last discovered the panacea which 
is warranted to cure all the ills of Woman. That 
panacea is the Social Revolution, and the details 
of it che has announced very clearly. In the 
| first place, women are to assist themselves and 
take care of their own interests. The Revolu- 
tion is to be first inaugurated by severely letting 
the Church alone. There are to be no more 
noch- tie sociables and strawberry festivals to ob- 
tain funds for carpeting the Church. Let the” 
men carpet it. There ate to be no more fairs 
with post-offices, and lotteries, and Jacob's 
wells, and cakes with rings in them, and other 
seductive approaches to the pocket. If the men 
want painted windows and melodious organs in 
the church, let them provide them themselves. 
There are to be no more donation parties for the 
ministers, devised by female ingenuity and en- 
terprige. Loet the men henceforth eke out the 
minister's salary with the convenient flour, and 
apples, and onions; the bed-quilts, Scriptural 
bookmarks, and services of plate, This is to be 
the first move in the Social Revolution, but we 
do not apprehend there is muy serious 
| danger. in it. There are two classes of 
Church-members.

The Church tactics in 
the new Social Revolution, we conceive, there- 
fore, would have little weight in Winging the 
ballot from the reluctant hand of man. 

The other feature, however, of the Social | 
Revolution has a plausible aspect, and may in- 
timidate some men of pacific disposition. We 
let Mrs. Stanton speak for herself: Carry the 
war, if need be, into your own families; let the 
baby go without bibs, the husband's shirts with- 
out buttons, the home without care, until the 
men give in. When they find their comfort de- 
pends on allowing us the ballot, they will wheel | 
into line and give it to us. Women have 
too long petitioned and begged of men; 
let them now make siege and carry 
the war into their homes. It is coming to that, 
sirs, and it is going to be a dear piece of busi- 
ness for you. We are going to yote—peaceably 
if we can, but with war if we must.” Whew! 
This is sufficiently dreadful in st-tement, but 
when it is sifted. down, we doubt if it is any 
more serious than the Church movement. Sup- 
pose that Lovely Woman allows the baby to go | 
without bibs, and the dear little creature there- 
by adorns its muslin frills with milk and eggs, 
and sugar and molasses, and other compounds, 
what sort of a reputation for neatness will the 
rebellious materfamilinas make for herself?
